Washington, Jan. 17.—Tho state dA 
parttnent has served notice on Presi 
dent Gomez that the 1'nited State? 
will intervene in Cuba if further at 
tempts are made by the veteran or­ 
ganization to nullify the law prohibit­ 
ing the interference of the military in 
political affairs in Cuba. 
The attitude of the United States Is 
shown in the following note presented 
to the Cuban government: 
“ The situation in Cuba as now re 
ported causes grave concern to the 
government of the United States. 
. 
"That the laws intended 
to sate 
guard 
free 
republican 
government 
shall be enforced and not defied is 
obviously essential to the mainten 
ante of the law, order aud stab.I;:, 
indispensable to the status of the re­ 
public of Cuba, in the continued well 
being of which the United States has 
always evinced and cannot escape a 
vital interest. 
"The president of the United Slates 
therefore looks to the president an I 
government of Cuba to prevent the 
threatened 
situation, 
which 
would 
compel the government of the United 
States, much against its desires, to 
consider what measures it must take 
in pursuance of the obligations of its 
relations to Cuba." 
The state department has concluded 
that the time has come to serve warn­ 
ing that for the second “ and perhaps 
the last” time the United States is 
prepared to intervene in Cuba if neces­ 
sary. 
The officials here entertain no doubt 
whatever as to the result of this note 
of warning. 
President Gomez will en­ 
force his decree against the participa­ 
tion of the military in polities, 
lf not, 
it may be expected that within a short 
time the American flag again will be 
hoisted over the government house In 
Havana. 


Atlantic Fleet in Readiness. 


The general staff long has had plans 
prepared for just such a maneuver as 
this. 
Practically the whole Atlantic 
fleet, which Is now based on Guan­ 
tanamo on the south side of the island, 
would spread out and envelop Cuba so 
completely that there could not be a 
thought of successful armed resistance. 
The notification of

government was served upon Presi­ 
dent Gomez through American Minis­ 
ter Beaupre at Havana.

His Own Limited Beat. 


EVERY PERSON IS WATCHED. 


W here a Man Works, How He A m uses 
H im self and the W ay He B ehaves It 
Is the C.'.cer’s 
Business to 
Know. 
The Civil Service System . 


“When you arrive at a railway sta 
Hon in Berlin.” said a professional man 
who spent a year In Berlin, “you are 
not surrounded by a clamoring crowd 
of cab drivers, some of whom a strau 
gel would he foolish to trust. 
You tell 
a policeman what you want—whether 
a enl» or a porter-and he gives you a 
n ti in lier. 
When you emerge from the 
station a uniformed governmental em 
ployee. either cab driver or porter, 
stands at attention and salutes you in 
a military manner. 
He has been or 
dered for you by the policeman inside, 
and when lie presents his number, cor 
responding to the one the policeman 
gave you. you can trust him to take 
you or your luggage wherever It is to 
go. 
The government is responsible foi 
the safe arrival of yourself aud your 
luggage at hotel or other destination. 
If the porter should rim away with 
your belongings the government would 
reimburse you. 
“The police system is wonderful. 
The officers carry no revolvers or clubs, 
only swords. 
Each one has only a 
small beat to cover—a couple of blocks 
or so—that ho has time to he the mold 
tor of the moral conduct of every per 
son iii his district. 
Ile knows exactly 
what each person is doing, where he is 
working, how* lie is spending his leisure 
time and whether he is behaving him­ 
self. 
There is very little crime, and 
the police courts have little business. 
“If you commit an offense you are 
uot dragged off to a pollee station. 
In­ 
stead, your name aud address are tak 
en by the officer iii the district, and the 
next day a letter informs you that you 
have been fined an amount iii keeping 
with the character of your offense. 
You are told that you either can send 
the money by messenger or appear at 
the prefect’s office for trial at a certain 
time. 
It doesn’t pay to give a police 
man a wrong address either, because 
the system is so perfect that they will 
find you anyway ami fine you more 
“The policemen are instructed to 
prevent Infractions of the law. not to 
wait for persons to get into trouble and 
then arrest them. 
Each policeman has 
such a small district to cover that you 
can find one whenever you want one 
He sees that his district is kept clean, 
that each house in it is sanitary and 
that each .resident gets fair treatment 
from his neighbor. Disputes are settled 
with no thought of appeal before they 
ever get to the police station. 
“Soon after I arrived I was on my 
way to the university one morning and 
saw a policeman at a cab stand ex­ 
amining the hoofs and hacks of the 
horses, the harness and the cushions 
and wheels of the cabs. 
" ‘What are you doing?’ I asked him 
politely. 
" ‘As a representative of my govern 
meiit,’ he replied. ’I nm inspecting to 
see that the passengers of these cab 
men are assured a safe journey with 
them. 
The government is responsible, 
you know, and it is my duty to see 
that all dangers and possibilities of 
discomforts are eliminated.’ 
“His answer was given in a most 
courteous manner. 
"There are no paupers in Germany. 
Everybody pays as lie goes. 
You can 
see Hie result in the independent man­ 
ner of even the street sweeper. 
Ile 
knows he shall he provided for in case 
he encounters adversity. 
“For instance, suppose a lamplighter 
or a bootblack becomes 111 or suffers 
mu accident. 
By the way. the boot­ 
blacks of Berlin do a thriving business 
because not a man. from street sweep 
cr up to hanker, would think of ap 
pealing on the street of ii morning 
without having Ins shoes shined. 
It 
such a lowly worker becomes disabled 
the government association of his dis 
triet gives him a certificate lo ani 
physician for wtimu he may have a 
preference. 
It is good for two weeks, 
and the physician is assured, through 
tile association, that the government 
will pay him. lf more than two weeks’ 
mtnlical attention is required the as 
soeiation issues a nev certificate. Tin* 
disabled worker pays for Ids medicines 
in the same way. 
The physician gives 
him a cert ideate oil the druggist, and 
the latter is not allowed to charge 
more thau the customer's station iii 
life justifies. 
“A ride on the governmental rail­ 
ways assures you absolute comfort 
aud safety. They laugh at our ‘spread­ 
ing rail’ and ‘washout’ accidents over 


I ways won’t permit the rails to spread. 
And after a train passes over a certain 
stretch of track a walker follows along 
I behind to see that all is safe before 
another train ta allowed to use it. 
"There is no political graft. The mo­ 
ment a man goes to work for the gov­ 
ernment he Is disfranchised. 
Ile I* 
tinder civil service, and he has a life 
time Job lf he gives good service, bul 
the others do the voting. 
"I met an American lawyer who re 
sides there and rather marveled at bis 
ability to make a living. 
I told him 
about it. 
“ ‘I make a good living,’ he explained. 
‘by telling Americans how to keep out 
of trouble. 
Aud I tell them lf they 
take their cases to court they must 
expect exact Justice. 
There is no 
chance for political influence and pull 
in the courts, as In America.’

M ovem ent by N avy League For Their 
Repair, P reservation and Exhibit. 


A movement has lieen initiated by 
the Navy League of the United Slater 
tor th** repair, preservation and exhibit 
of flags taken iii or after battle by the 
United States navy. 
A bill to this end 
has lH*eu introduced in congress, which 
bus the support of the secretary of the 
navy. 
These flags, numbering about LTO, 
are now stored at the United States 
Naval academy at Annapolis. 
U n less 
prompt measures for their repair and 
preservation are taken, it is said, many 
of tiles** historical relics will he lost to 
posterity. 
Moths, lack of proper ear# 
and other causes have combined to 
produce their rapid disintegration and 
decay. 
It is proposed to hack each 
flag with a mesh of fine linen, a meth­ 
od said to tx* a certain preservative. 
The flags in the navy collection are 
of considerable historical interest. The 
collection 
includes the only English 
royal standard ever captured aud held 
by any nation. 
This was. taken by 
Commodore Chauncey in 1S13. 
Others 
are the ensign of the insurgents cap­ 
tured by the Constellation, en sig n s of 
th** Guerriere. the Ja v a . the Boxer, the 
Macedonian and the Frolic, all taken 
during the war of IM ” 
Other flags 
are Perry’s flag hoisted on Ids flagship, 
the 
lawrence, 
hearing 
Lawrence's 
words, “'Don’t give up the ship;" a 
Mexican ensign, the United States en­ 
sign hoisted in Japan by Commodore 
Berry in 1H.V5 and a number of Span­ 
ish fbi cs captured in 1808. besides a 
large number of otliers of less familiar 
incident.

From offices there E. II 
Harriman for years directed Hie affairs 
of his system of railroads. 
Erected In I SUO, tile original building 
covered only one half of the Broad 
way 
front 
of tile block, adjoining 
the Pine street corner, but It w as e x ­ 
tended and remodelled in 1887 so as to 
cover tile entire block. 
It w as then regarded as one of the 
city's structural marvels and contain­ 
ed OOO offices. 
A part of the old build 
lug had been torn down and extensive 
additions made, producing a structure 
eleven stories high, with approximate­ 
ly IOO feet frontage on Broadway and

THE POLE STAR. 


Some of the Wonders of This Great 
Beacon of the North. 
Most people, if they know nothing 
else of astronomy, at any rate know 
the pole star, the one star which seems 
to keep its place iii the heavens with 
out movement of any kind. There are 
a great many, however, who do not 
know what a wonderful thing it is. Iii 
the first place, it can be seen when 
looked at through a good telescope to 
be two stars and not one. There is one 
fairly bright one, of w hat is known a*. 
the second magnitude, and another of 
the ninth magnitude close to it 
But that is not all. The brighter o f 
the tw o is really three stars revolving 
round one another, *>r rather round 
their common center of gravity, like 
three children playing "ring a ring o’ 
roses." 
This secret is revealed to us 
by what is perhaps the most astonish­ 
ing o f all scientific instruments, the 
spectroscope, it. not only tells us what 
the stars are made of, but whether 
they are moving toward us or away 
from us. 
When yon stand facing the star you 
are alw ays facing north. The reason 
thnt it d o e s not appear to move as the 
others do is because it is nearly in line 
w itll the axis of the earth. Its distance 
from 
us is enormous. 
This can be 
judge*! from tile fact that although tho 
earth in its journey round the sun Is 
today 
about 
190,000,000 miles 
from 
where It w as six months ago, that 
makes no appreciable difference to Its 
distance from the pole star. 
It must 
therefore be many times UK),OOO,OOO 
miles away.
